In 19D1 as dry a year aa (!omaii- 
che county ever saw W. H. Ijane 
made his first land purchaae. The 
piece of land purchased was se­ 
cured from Wm. T. Cox. It was 
bought at |(7 per acre and consistt'd 
of fifty acres with six in cultiva­ 
tion and it was badly grown up in 
buslies. His cash payment conHist. 
ed of cash $65, a mule at ¡^5 and 
u cow and calf at $25 leaving him 
an indebtedne«^ of $2,35. 
1901 was a hard year and this 
$235 indebtedness locked so big 
to Mr. Lane that he wanted to 
pull out and quit the deal. His 
father was wiser acd pursuadcd 
him to stick it out. 1902 was a very 
little hit better. 
By 1903 Mr. 
Lane had cleared some 25'o r 30 
acres and built a one room house 
and soon married. That year he 
made a good coton crop and paid 
all he owed in one year. 
Things now look better and he 
promptly proceeded to make anoth 
er deal and that same year he 
bought 40 acres more. 
By 1906 
he had this piece paid for and was 
ready to go in strong so he made 
a ninety acre purchase this time 
and in six years he had paid for 
this. Ho in 1913 he bought 60 acres 
more in opite of the threatened at­ 
tacks of the boll w'eevil. 
The booll weevil hit and cleaned 
out one crop for him but W. H.

his reputation up. 
Mr. Lane has made an average 
of buying a tract of land every 
three years and h a s averaged pay­ 
ing for 90 acres every six y e w 
or 15 acres per year. In addition 
to this he has eonatantly improved 
his farms until today he has among 
the best improved places in the 
county. 
In reply to w'hat method he had 
employed and what hjs crops had 
consisted of he said that up to 1915 
coton had been his exclusive cfio'p. 
In 1916 he along with lots of others 
took their cleaning from the boll 
weevil. He then turned to peanuta 
and hogs. He never was strong 
on the idea of peanuts as a staple 
crop for market and in 1916 in 
spite of the pleadings of his friends 
and the high price of tiie peanuts 
he hogged most of his crop profit- 
ably. 
Here are some figures on the 
crop that year. He harvested a 
imzt of the crop and after keeping 
seed for the 1917 crop sold $1,000 
worth of nut$. At the s w time 
hij 1916 hog crop sold for g3.805.66 


and he kept 90 head for seed for 
the 1917 hog crop. For the 1916 
hog crop about $?Ю0 was spent for

$235 lea« than anything in 1917 his 
property was reaaonahly valued at 
$15,000, fifteen years later. This 
means that for the past fifte^ 
years he has lived and accumulat­ 
ed an average of $1,000 per year. 
This is not h isolated ease fr4>m 
the county and we expect to show 
more for we are strong in our faith 
in Ciomanehe county farms when 
properly worked and businem 
methods gpplied. 
However thia 
rate of business accumulation ia 
a great deal better than many a 
man who is doing n ie ^ on aoft 
job doea.
